TflEIE BOMBS AKE DISCOVERED 


But the Ship's Officers Would Not 


Venture to Make the Lone 


Trip. 


NEW YonK, March 18.—The fact ban 


just bomo to Huht that juet before the 
ship Cyrus VVakeBeld Bailed . for Sao 
Francisco on Friday morning two dyna- 
mite bonds were found in her hold. In 
consequence of this two officers of tho 
ship refused to sail on her and remained 
in New York, they being positive in the 
belief that there was some scheme afoot 
to Bink the craft before she reached San 
Francisco. The story EB told by one of 
the officers who refused to Bail with her 
is ae follows: 


Tho first bomb was found two weeks 


ago when the ship was loading. 


It was dienovereti by a stevedore bi 


tween limber streaks with planking tied 
over it. The dynamite was in an iron 
cylinder from the end oi which pro- 
truded a bunch of matches. A piece of 
sandstone was suspended above the 
matches in uuuh a position that once at 
BBS tho plunging and rolling of the ship 
would CHUBS the Bflndetono to sway 
against the matches, thus igniting them 
and causing the dynamite to explode. 
This discovery caused not a little appre- 
hension among the officers and crew, but 
the apprehension waa afterwards allayed 
and the work of loading continued. 
Just one week after the first bomb 


Was found consternation was created 
among those on board by Ending a sec- 
ond bomb. This was the day tefore the 
ship WES to sail. The second bomb was- 
like the first, and was placed similarly 
with & train oi powder leading from a 
email opening leading to a bundle of 
matches. On finding the second bomb 
Captain Morton refused, to go to sea on 
the Wakefield, and another .officer also 
•declined to ship. Another captain waa 
willing to take the ship out, and on Fri- 
day she nut to sea. The Cyras W. 
Wfikefield IB a wooden ship of 2700 tons 
register. She carries a general cargo, 
and is fully injured as to the cargo.

Forest I'lunting. 


In tho coii. regions of Pennsylvania 


nearly every pioco of available timbc 
has been crTt away lo form props for tb 
archways and for various other uses in 
connection with coal mining. Knurl; 
every stick ami every pi^t'O of plan 
used in these regions now nil have to b 
brought from a distance. The Girnr 
estate has endeavored to nolvo the pro 
b.*;m bv walling some small plantation 
as a test. Eight years ago a large num. 
bur of larches and Scotch pinus wor 
planted; plow furrows were simp] 
driven through tbo uiHlerbnish growin 
up where the old forests had been cu 
away, aud one-year-old seedling larch 
and pines planted. Tho larches no 
average sonic seventeen or eighteen fee 
high, and are particularly healthy in 
thrifty. There can ho no doubt, fron 
these experiments, that forest p]:utliui 
in these regions would be mi nmlonblo 
success.

'experiments tho larch liaasufferedmiic 
iu reputation, hut it iniiat bo roinai 
bercd that the wesleni prairies fnrnia 
imfiivorablo coiulitioiifi for tho larc! 
It is a mountain tree, QUO thriving 
comparatively poor soils, and tho lo 
altitude and rich earth of western pra 
ries wore entirely foreign to ita natuv

Ho should carefully 
watch how his horso takes its food nnrl 
vnra; tho amount of it, tho time of feed- 
ing and tho nature of forage, BO aa to 
insure that the animnl derives the inux- 
immn amount of benefit from tho nour- 
ishment it tiiltes. 


Then ho should rndenvor by experi- 


ment to discover tho pace which suits 
itri conformation best nnd tho most ju- 
dicious manner of varying it, so us to 
afford relief to tho muscles and yet gel 
over the ground.
